I I He reported* on the activities, plans and perspec- 



tives of the youth organization throughout the country. 



The afternoon session was taken up with the presenta- 
tion, discussion and voting of the Draft Resolution. The resolu- 
tion which was finally presented contained some revisions. - It 
differed from the original resolution mainly in that it clearly 
stated that recoupment as the main orientation of the party 
was now just about dead and all that could be gotten out 6f re- 
groupment was gotten and that the party was not looking to the 
I960 campaign with any great hope of taking the leadership in a 
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united socialist campaign. It still favors such an objective 
but the outlook for such a development was not good. Unless there 
is a radical change in the atmosphere * the party does not intend 
to take the leadership of such an undertaking. The resolution 
passed , 57 to 3« , The three nav vote s were cast by jyKJRRAY ZUCKOFEV, 
JAMES. EOLTON and

The evening session was taken up with a trade union 
panel in which members from the various cities reported .on their 
work in the unions and among the unemployed. 

Also in the evening the delegations met to select 
persons to serve on the Nominations Commission. 

The second day of the convention opened with a general 
discussion of the party position on the Chinese Communes. It 
had been agreed previously that the party would not present a 
definite resolution on the Communes. The convention program 
merely called for the presentation of a general line and for 
discussion. 

DAN ROBERTS spoke for the party leadership and came 
out_eritical support of the Communes. 

He said that the communes were a great and necessary 
advance and that there was no other way to bring about rapid 
industrialisation. He said there was a need for the agricultur- 
al surplus for industry and great irrigation projects. He said 
the old forms of production in agriculture must be made service- 
able before new methods could be introduced. He said the "forced 
march 15 communes must be kept but purged of the bureaucrats. 
He said that the P # .C # believes that the communes have the support 
of the peasants. But the problem is that the only way the 
revolution can succeed in China., is that there must be a secure 
and strong alliance between the peasants and the working class. 
The fact of peasant acceptance is the final question to be solved 
in regard to the oommunes. Reports from Hong Kong and elsewhere 
is that the peasants are being driven too hard.. If this is so 
and evidence seems to indicate that it %Sj then the peasant 
alliance with the working class is undermining the worker's 
state and endangering the Chinese revolution* 
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He reiterated that support of the communes as a necessary 
step forward in the industrialization does not mean support 
of the- Mao bureaucracy which is a privileged caste similar to 
the Stalinist bureaucracy and the Soviet Union. This caste is 
committed to socialism in one country and collides with the 
peasants . 



gave the minority position which has 

been presented m internal bulletins by the members of the LA 
branch. He described the communes as a great leap forward in 
which ownership has. been taken from the peasants and been trans- 
formed into socialist ownership, women have been liberated and 
a gigantic, speed-up in the accumulation- of capital for the 
economic base of socialism has been brought. He said there 
was no evidence of coercion on the part of the government * He 
called it the highest stage of the process of the permanent 
revolution and said that the Chinese G.P. deserves no credit 
for it because they were forced to give in to the natural revolu- 
tionary process involved. He said that the communes will pro- 
letarianize the peasants thus making a stronger foundation for 
working class rule., '

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MYRA WEISS spoke against | pmd the L.A. comrades 

who so glowingly praised the communes. She said that they were 
confusing the Chinese revolution which was pushed by the 
peasants against the wishes of the bureaucrats and the Kremlin 
with the communes. She said the great danger was that the 
peasants in being driven too hard might turn against the 
revolution. 

MORRIS STEIN also attacked the prase of Comrade 
_of the communes. He said that the communes were undemo- 
cratic. He said that the judicial form of the communes was 
democratic and praiseworth y but tha t the essence of them was 
quite different. He asked ] | to make an analysis based on 
the facts. 

BOB QHESTER said that the communes were the beginnings 
of the possibility of undermining the bureaucracy. He said the 
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approach should be to defend the communes against the attacks 
of the imperialists and then to push the advance of the communes 
against the bureaucracy. Ee stressed that the most important 
thing which the whole party agrees on, is that of support for the 
communes. .He hinted that the L.A. comrades in their enthusiasm 
for -che communes were coming perilously close to supoort of the 
Chinese bureaucracy. 



I pointed out that the communes represent 



a real thl-eai, u> cite capitalists who fear the growth of the 
communes in the socialist countries which is the reason for 
their furious attacks. He- said that they fear the commune 
system may spead to all of the socialist counties and even to 
the backward countries of the world and hence~a" terrible threat 
to world capitalism. He called the communes a great triumoh 
for the permanent revolution. 

LARRY TRAINER praised the communes and said that the 
proof that they are not forced is shown in that the peasants 
are given guns and other armaments. 

MURRY, WEISS spoke for the original majority opinion 
as expressed by DAN. ROBERTS in his presentation. 

In the afternoon session of the second day JAMES P 
CANNON gave the major speech which was to be- a session on the" 
world movement. CANNON reviewed the whole Marxist movement 
beginning with the Communist Manifesto in 1848 and the founding 
of the first international working class movement. He high- 
lighted the outstanding events such as the founding of the 
first International in 1865 by MARX and ENC-EL and the second 
Interna Gional in 1889 which consisted of workers in unions and 
other European trade union organizations the collapse of the 
Second International in 1914 and the founding of the Third 
International by LENIN and TROTSKY consisting of the left wing 
socialists. In the Third International from 1919 to 1924 
LENIN and TROTSKY were dominant. Prom 1924 to 1927 STALIN and 
ZIN0V1EV through over-centralization disrupted the work-class 
organization, in 1927 STALIN became dominant and TROTSKY sought 
to reform the Comintern. In 1933 TROTSKY founded the Fourth 
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International because of the betrayal of the Third. In 1938 
was the founding of the Trotskyist party at an international 
conference, techhicallyJYlexico for the records but actually in 
Paris. He said that__the international ties of the party were 
maintained by the maritime cadres who communicated with the' 
comrades in the various countries and gave them financial and 
moral support. 

^ CANNON took time to praise the maritime cadres for 

their great support given to the World Congresses of the Fourth 
International. He then stressed that the history of this party 
has been a complete and unqualified support of the Soviet Union 
throughout the whole pre-war, war and post-war period. 

He then went on to describe some of the splits that 
started in the French movement, the Pabloites. The result 
of this split is that there are four movements in Prance each 
calling themselves Trotskyists. In Ceylon the party has split 
and taken a pro-Pabloite stand but has not broken completely 
with the world movement, m England the Pablolte group was head- 
eq by LAWRENCE who has now joined the C.P. after being an under- 
cover agent for the C.P. for years, in the U.S. the Pabloites 
supported the- Cochrinites and helped bring about the Cochrin- 
Clark split . ' — 

_ In 1 956 the Pabloites turned against the Stalinists 
mt revelations of Khrushev and the Hungarian revolution. 

Tney then sought through the regroupment arena some basis for 
unity with the Trotskyist movement. The SWP also moved toward 
re-unity but all attempts were frustrated as they were not 
genuine. . 

ln Britain the party has grown to 500 since the start 
of regroupment when it had only 100. He said that the present 
tactic of the party is that of "entry", entry into the British 
Labor Party. The Pabloites in Britain' have Joined rightest 
elements in all-out attacks on the tactic of "entry". He 
stressed that the SWP fully approves of the policy of the 
British comrades in their entry tactic so long as it is not

She spoke of her experiences in doing this kind of 
thing xtfhich she got in the days when she was in the CiP. 

ASHER from San Fran, described the activities around 
the united socialist ticket and of the conference called after 
the ROBERTS campaign with the founding cf the two organisations, 
the U.S.A. and the SLATE. 

DICK PRAZER from Seattle also spoke of the Seattle 
Improvement Assn. which he described as a propaganda vehicle 
for socialist and revolutionary solutions to the problem of 
integratiohespecially in the South. He said that one female 
minister in the movement (SIA) had already joined the party 
and would be coming up to Mountain Spring Camp within a week 
to attend some -of the sessions of 'the encampment.

Rev. KING" spoke as a visitor and described his actlvitie 
in the independent socialist campaign in Chicago, referring to 
his twenty years in the CP. 

The Sunday session opened with a report by GEORGE 
WEISSMAN on the negro struggle panel of the previous evening. 
On the basis, of IThis he gave the party *s activities in this field 
as being work in youth councils of the NAACP,CCRI, work in 
election campaigns, on referendums concerning integration in 
housing, election of negroes and progressives to office in City 
Councils, support for WILLIAMS in the NAAPC on the Issue of 
terror. In general he reported that there has been a great 
increase in the opportunities In the various branches in the 
negro struggle. Also he said that there was evidence of the 
development of a left wing within the NAACP nationally. 

FARRELL DO BBS then gave the organizational report. 
In the way of recommendations he urged with the backing of 
the members of the N.C. the sending of minutes of the meetings 
of the executive branch meetings and membership meetings to the 
national office in addition to the reports whbh are usually 
sent on membership and finances. 

He said that during the 16 month period just passed 
there have* been 84 new members. 83 were dropped. Of the 83 
dropped 35 were Marcyites and 48 include older members and 
those younger ones who were not able to be assimilated. 

He said that there were 20 candidates among the 
youth who. are on the point of being won to the party. This 
modest growth is outstanding in the face of the general decline 
of the radical movement. 

He said that as of last March the San Diego branch 
has been reactivated. In Denver an embryonic branch is forming. 
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la Conn, the branch fell apart but It is expected to be 
reactivated. In Baltimore a new branch is being re-created 
mainly through the activities of the youth. 

He reported that Pioneer sales were climbing from 
1956 to 1958. However since 2958 sales have declined. But 
overall sales are increasing and getting into new-areas. There 
has been a rise in sales to libraries . 

He said. that foreign sales have jumped 150 percent.. 
The best customer is Britain and the .second best is Japan 
where there has been a big growth of the party among the youth. 

He reported that there will more than likely be a

He said that there would be a national tour in the Pall 
in which a leading comrade will visit all the branches' in 
order to help carry out the decisions of the convention, make 
reports and act as a sort of liaison to consolidate the branch 
work with the party center.

He then gave the financial report which was very 
depressing..

Suspena 
puS?cation o f the YS^for the entire summer, suspend publication 
of the TSR. Cut the staff *

He told of 

the acquisitionof the new headquarters, the defeat and disappearance 

of the Marcyite youih, the activities in the Kiss case, the youth 

march to Washington, the struggle on the City College canpus and 

of the opportunities there. He pointed out that the main danger 

in New York is the YPSL. He discounted the C.P, as being completely 
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underground and incapable of action in the open. He said that 
sales of the paper have been very high and that a number of 
contacts have been made on campuses and that there will be at 
least two campus ' clubs' in the Pall, 

TOM LEONARD reporting for Twin Cities^ said that the 
youth club there has four or five active party members who are 
planning a summer program of social and political activities and 
out of the whole club they hope to have six or seven persons on 
campus in the pall, 

DICK PRAZIER reported for the adults in Seattle in regard 
to the youjfch. He said that due to an over-extension during the 
IBM period most of the youth cadres were lost, So that now the 
only youth available, is' a group of of about 13 to 25 children of 
party members > C.P, Periphery and general radical background. 
These children range in age from 13 to 25. The SWP is setting 
up a study program in Marxism and Trotskyism for them and they 
will form the base of the youth movement in Seattle.

35 has dwindled down to 17 members. They have -sponsored Right to 
Travel conference, work on the Kiss Case> youth march committee. 
They are pushing now a series of summer classes^ The club is 
mostly teen ages.

spoke on tasks and perspectives and generally 
introduced the resolution on tasks and perspectives. He said 
the resolution basically is a propaganda one and proposes to 
concentrate on campus work where the YS has great influence. He 
proposed the main concentration on such universities as that of 
Penn.., Wayne Univ. in Detroit, University of Wisconsin, University 
of Chicago, UCLA in Calif, and CCNY in New York. In New York the 
majority of the contacts from the YSA come from the campuses. 

He said that the C.P, youth were no real obstacles in 
New York as yet althoug_ they are threatening to come up with a 
full organization in the Pall of 500 strong. The main trhreat 
to the growth of the youth organization is the YPSL which" is 
stronger then the YS on many campuses. To meet this threat there 
must be a strong reaffirmation of the revolutionary character of

the youth movement that the YS is building so that the youth can 
draw the distinction between revolutionary socialsm and social 
democracy. The YS already has the reputation for being the left 
socialists in the country among the youth. 

He called for a change in the course of the youth 
movement in that now is the time for an all-out attack against 
the YPSL and attempts to raid their members and win them to the 
YS touth movement. In regard to the United front actions , the 
idea is to take advantage of it whenever feasible but to attack 
the YPSL whenever' they find that the YPSL will not go along with 
a united front on. some issue. He wound up with a hard pep talk 
speech in urging the delegates to return to their areas and build 
up YS sales contact work to maintain the clubs of YS supporters 
in all areas.

He said that the time was 
pa ssed for the YS supporter phase and thatmw was the time to 
orientate toward a full youth organization. 

SEEM gave the summary. He said that he was opposed to 
the -motion to move toward a full organization right away. He 
said that he was concerned over BOB KAUFMAN'S opposition and would 
hold .back out of respect for him. He said the organization when 
formed will have SWP and noh-SWP youth and will actually have 
more non-SWP. 

He noted a lag in the consciousness of the YS and room 
for improvement of the paper* He called for more interest and 
articles on student politics such as the NSA and the Draft 
question. Nationally speaking he noted that the worst period for 
the youth movement were over. He said that the losses- to the 
movement were mostly from those who were actually opponents and 
that, steady but modest gains have been made. He spoke for passage 
of the Tasks and perspectives motion.

MIKE DAVIDOW is the subject of New York file 
IOO-56, and the Industrial Board CP, USA, NYD, Industrial 
Division has previously met at Adelphi Hall under the name 
of the "Writers Club" . 

The meeting was covered by NY 2636-S* who 
advised the following names were mentioned as attending this 
meeting: LOUIE (WEINSTOCK) , MILTON (ROSEN), ' AARON (WOOL), 
MIKE (CRENOVICH).., BOB (KATZ), BILL (rIGG), JACK .emu), 
NAT (ROSENBLUTH), IRVING (LNU),. IDA (POSNER), BETTY (GANNETT), 
ESTHER (UNGER). 

The informant advised that this meeting started 
at 8:00 p.m. on 6/24/59, and ended at 10:00 p.m. the same 
date and was held in Room 10-G, Adelphi Hall, 74 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. 

According to the informant, the following 
took place at this meeting: 

An individual, identified as! •MILTON (ROSEN) 
gave a report in which he stated the following: 
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The Party is organizing a peace campaign, 
the first phase of which will start from 7/15 to 8/15, 
the purpose of which is to get a statement from the Mayor 
of New York indicating that the people and the Mayor are 
tired of the H. Bomb testing. It is being considered 
that the campaign will open with a letter from BEN DAVIS 
to the Commissioner of Health of New York City, indicating 
the danger of fallout to the population. The letter 
will be going out in the next week or two to all of the 
clubs outlining some of the aims of the peace campaign. 
Around the end of July or the first week in August, there 
will be a "flyer" on the peace campaign. 

A female referred to as BETTY stated that the 
campaign, will point out the effects of strontium 90 
on the children. She stated that "°we ,s have discarded the ■ 
idea of getting out posters on the peace campaign, but 
that there will be- "stickers", 

MILTON (ROSEN ) also stated that at the State 
Committee meeting "we" were asked to make outlines of 
MIKE'S report on labor policy and the question of developing 
the Party as a political force in trade unionism. He 
further mentioned that unemployment in the upstate areas 
of New York had risen arid stated " . . .We have 600 or 
700 members in our Industrial Division. ..." " . . .The 
development of a political base in industry is a process which 
requires much time and thought .... If we can unite 
a front with the labor movement then we hope to organize 
and build a role in the united front through Communism. . , . 
If the Party is to grow, it must begin to develop as a 
political force in the trade union movement. . . .. How can 
the Communist Party grow unless it develops a base and 
indicates its position among the workers? . . . The 
development of the Party and of the development of the 
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political bases in the unions by the individual comrades and 
the development of the 'left' in the united front all 
tend to develop one another. . . . The cumulative 
effect is to; build the Party. 18 

An individual named LOUIE stated that "we" 
have made no serious attempt to reorganize the Communist 
Party organization in the painters union. He also stated 
". . .At least 14 or 15 painter-communists . . . are 
all active in the union and are all active union leaders. . . 
He continued saying, . . We want to create a '.left 
trend* in the labor movement. We have to fight for a 'left 
trend ' . It is a most serious error to confuse the rank 
and file with the Party or to confuse the 'left trend 1 
with the Party. The Party itself is an organization. . . . 

An unidentified male stated that the Party has 
failed to state its position clearly on many questions 
such as the West German question and that it should, there- 
fore, state its position publicly so that the membership 
may know what its position is on various questions. This 
same individual stated, . . We want to avoid errors 
that we have made in the past and ,1 wouldn't want, for 
instance, for a garment region of the Communist Party to 
come out on a (unintelligible) commenting on the affairs of 
the union. ..." 

Anobher unidentified male stated that the role 
of the Communist is to be conscious of the problems in 
his particular shop, union, industry or organization and to 
be able to discuss these problems with the workers. He 
stated that a united front consists of Party people and 
other elements and non-Party people and that actually if 
it is a united front, it cannot be a Party, it cannot be 
just a Party program, its got to be a compromise program, 
otherwise it is not a united front . He stated, "... 
Its got to be a program that is acceptable to much larger 
masses of people than the Party members themselves. ..." 
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A third unidentified male suggested that it 
be put on the agenda for some future meeting of the Industrial 
Board to have the comrades from the hospital present so 
that "we may have a full evaluation to sum up 
a strike which had many ramifications. ..." 

Most of the conversation at the -meeting - was - either 
inaudible or unintelligible primarily due to noises 
emanating from outside Room 10-G.

scheduled a meeting of the "Writers Club" for Wednesday evening, 
8/12/59, which meeting would be held in Room 10-G* Adelphi 
Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 

It is noted that the Industrial Board, CP, USA, NYD,. 
Industrial Division., has previously met at Adelphi Hall under 
the name of the "Writers ■■. Club. " 

The meeting was covered by. NY 2662-S* who advised that 
the following names were mentioned as attending this meeting: 
ROSE (PODMAKA) , IDA (POSNER), MILT (ROSEN), MARTIN (YOUNG), 
BERT (ERIC BERT) , 

The informant advised that -this meeting started at 
8-00 p.m. . on 8/12/59, and ended at 10:30 p.m. the same date and 
was held in Room 10-G, Adelphi Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City. 

According to the informant the following took place 
at this meeting: 

The agenda for the meeting vas as follows: 

1. Reading of the minutes 

2. Evaluation of the Hospital Strike 

3. The 40th Anniversary 

A male, referred to as MILT, read the minutes of the 
last Executive Board, at which he stated the following things 
were discussed: 

1. The Steel Strike 

2. The 40th Anniversary of the Party 

3. The building of "The Worker" 

MILT also gave a report on the evaluation of the 
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hospital strike and stated that an important feature of the 
strike is that the strikers, most of whom were Negroes and 
Puerto Ricans, had the sympathy of the public. He also stated 
that by reason of the strike, the hospital union. Local 1199, 
gained recognition by the hospitals and most of jhe economic,, 
demands of the union were met. He mentioned that anotner 
feature of the strike was the rehiring of all ^J! e Q h °^i^ „ of 
workers who participated in it. He mentioned thau a number of 
oSr people" picketed and "did go down there" but didn't develop 
?ie7onthe Jicket lines or meet any friends. "In other words", 
he stated, "the Party didn't grow amongst the hospital workers t 
during this very important struggle." He also stated tnat we 
dito't successfully make proper contact with the union leadership 
and that there were opportunities to show "our thinking on the 
strike and he mentioned that he thought that this was wrong. 
He alio mentioned thaf'The Worker" did a splendid job in covering 
the strike situation and that there was a lot of coverage of the 
strike in "The Worker 1 : 

Another male commented on the strike and mentioned that 
the role of the Party has. to be looked upon first He stated 
that "our first objective" is to help the workers in the strike 
and that "our first objective" is not to recruit chem into the 
Partv He stated that "our main propaganda'* job was in the 
community? to get support from the community for the strike and 

indicate to a sufficient number of people, who might 
become '"scabs", that they shouldn't become scabs. He stated that 
it was the responsibility of the union, not the Party, to get 
workers out infront of the hospitals, Jut that the Party's 
role is to educate the community through "The Worker." 

Informant advised that most of the evening was spent 
in a discussion on the hospital strike, with many speakers, boch 
male and female., agreeing with what was previously said by MILT 
in his evaluation of the strike. 

An unidentified female mentioned that JACK is 
trying to get speakers for the 40th Anniversary and she also 
made some -unintelligible comments about a National Conyencion 
in December. 

Regarding the 40th Anniversary, an unidentified male 
stated that every comrade should try to bring a friend, even 
"outsiders". 

Another male, speaking about the 40th Anniversary, 
stated that this is going to be the second Communist \^ 
meeting in 9 years in New York. He also, pointed out tnat the 
industrial Division has a responsibility in popularizing 
this meeting, 
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During the meeting a female remarked "Metal is not here." 

MILT also made some unintelligible remarks about a 
Labor Day Parade on September 7th and stated that a lot of 
work has to go into this parade by the labor movement to make it 
a success. He stated that many comrades in the unions are 
publicizing it among the rank and file union members. He also 
mentioned that there will.be a functionaries meeting on 
August 26th. 

A female stated that there will also be a city-wide 
functionaries meeting on August 19th. 

Another male complained that, since "today is the 12th", 
this will make it 3 meetings in a row and he stated that some 
of us are geared to holding meetings on alternate weeks. MILT 
answered his complaint by stating "take it up with the State 
Board." 

Contact with informant was discontinued at 10:40 p.m.

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The conferences and interviews will take up the 
following matters: 

(1) An interview with HARRY BRIDGES* Head of the 
International Longshoremen r s and Warehousemen's Union, 
tentatively set for 9/9/59 or 9/10/59, concerning the employment 
by the ILWU of members of the Negro race who were formerly 
employed by the now defunct National Union of Marine Cooks 

and Stewards which was under the direction of HUGH BRYSON. 
PERRY has remarked that an agreement was reached between the 
CP and HARRY BRIDGES about 1953 When the NUMCS faced extinction 
to the effect that the Negroes in the NUMCS would be taken into 
the ILWU. This, agreement, according to PERRY, has not been 
fulfilled. 

(2) A conference among CP members concerning certain 
resolutions which the CP desires' to introduce at the Baptist 
Convention (-Negro) to be held in San Francisco in the near 
future., 

(3) An interview with H. FRANKLIN WILLIAMS, 

San Francisco attorney and West Coast Director of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. PERRY has 
remarked that during the recent National Convention of the 
NAACP the SWP constituted a real threat. PERRY has urged a 
stronger participation of the CP in matters of the NAACP so 
that the SWP will not gain control Or a position of 
influence . 

(4) A conference among CP members concerning an 
All Negro Labor Council proposed by A. PHILLIP RANDOLPH, Head 
of the Sleeping Car Porters. PERRY has emphasized that the CP 
must participate in this proposed All Negro Labor Council. 

PERRY is presently in San Francisco and staying at 
the home of LIMA. PERRY will be joined in San Francisco on 
9/9/59 by IDA KINNEY, a Negro comrade of the Los Angeles area, 
and by the informant. KINNEY is presently in San Francisco ahd 
staying at an unknown address. It Is possible that Other 
Negro comrades from the Los Angeles area will attend these 
•conferences in San Francisco* 
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PERRY Is described as a male Negro; 62 years of age; 
5 f 6 l! in height; 155 pounds; wears dark suits . 

IDA KINNEY is described as a female Negro; 52 years 
of age; 5' 7" in height; 165 pounds; wears hair short and 
dresses, in ordinary clothes.

"He said the last National Committee meeting 
considered two main documents which will be presented to the 
national convention. The first was the main political line 
of the Party; the second was the Negro question. Mimeographed 
copi es of th ese reports will be available the first of next 
week. I s tated he would get them to all Sections immediately. 

The articles will also be published in 'Political Affairs' which 
will be available during the first 10 days of September. All 
Sections were asked to order extra copies if possible. 

"The national convention will be held December 10, 11, 
12, and 13, 1959* in New York City. Basis of representation 
for delegates: For the first 300 dues paying members in good 
standing 3 delegates per 100, or a total of 9. For the second 
200 members in good standing 2 delegates per 100 or a total of 
4. After that, 1 delegate for every 75 or major fraction 
thereof. The southern California District, therefore, will 
be entitled to l6 : or 18 delegates. 

"On the question of the size of the delegation, 

said it is probable that the cost and transportation will 1 

limit the size of the delegation. Dues to be counted must be 
paid from the period of October 1958 through October 1959 With 
the total num ber divid ed by 12 to determine average members in 
good standing I j urged that all back dues be gotten in 

during this period in order to entitle the District to the 
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"maximum number of votes. The delegation will be entitled 
to its full voting strength whether or not a full delegation 
is sent, 

"The National Committee has also- announced there 
will be a two months 1 dues assessment to finance the conven- 
tion* The assessment will be equal to the monthly dues^ multi- 
plied by two. The Southern- solidarity assessment usually 
collected in September will be postponed until after the 
national convention • The dues assessment is to be collected 
immediately; ; 

"There will be a regular publication of the national 
pre-convention bulletin with four issues to come out between 
now and the national convention . There are three requirements 
for any publications: (l) There must be ho anonymous articles 
but names will not be printed if the sender requests that they 
not be printed; (2) a 1^500 word limit; (3) All articles must 
be submitted through the District and not directed to the* 
national office. 

"The opening date of the pre-convention discussion 
period is September 10* 1959 . Other resolutions now ih. 
preparation by the National Committee include (l) organization 
and consolidation of the Party; (2) trade union work; (3) the 
Party press. There will also bfe a document on the preamble 
to the Constitution and on the Constitution itself* A 
Pre-Convention Constitution Committee will accept proposed 
amendments to the national Constitution if they are submitted 
through the District, He also announced there would* be a 
referendum on the question* of the Constitution.

"The Southern California District bylaws will 
govern the District convention. 
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"The convention will be held November 20, 21, and 22,

national convention. The first session will be based on 
national material, discussion oh national convention issues, 
and the election of national convention delegates. The second 
session will consider District problems and the election of 
District leadership and will be held the third Week in 
January i960. 

"Basis of representation to the District convention: 
Each club is entitled to one delegate.. Each Section is entitled-, 
to one delegate. A. Section must be defined as a multi-club 
organization. ' Clubs functioning as Sections, are entitled to 
only one delegate.

"People's World" Drive 



"The District hopes to end the ' People »s- World 
drive by the time of the picnic; however, thei difference 
between the drive quota and the actual needs of the paper 
is around $26, 000. 84.5$ has been achieved in the drive; 
however, there have been some real problems since many of 
the Sections instead of raising the total amount of the 
quota actually cut the quota, which means that the other 
forms utilized to help subsidize the paper must raise 
additional funds, Tfetse forms are the annual picnic* the 
annual banquet, and the annual bazaar. He Urged full support 
to the picnic on Sunday, August 23, 1959* by all Sections. 

"He announced the annual banquet would be held 
September 26, 1959, in honor of CHARLOTTA BASS and RUBEN 
BOROUGH. The guest speaker will be HARVEY 0 1 CONNER of the 
ACLU. He spent some time discussing the utilization of the 
banquet as a donors banquet. He said the Party has not 
ordinarily used the banket in this way, although most of 
the mass organizations have. He suggested that the Sections 
send donors if this method will help to build the banquet. 
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"He said the paper is now organizing a volunteer 
writers committee which will broaden the paper and direct 
it more closely toward community life and problems. Writers 
have been recruited from some of the unions and various 
mass organizations. 

"He announced that the 'People's World' Party • 
Committee, which was meeting once a month> has been very 
unsuccessful, but. said they would, try it one more month and 
urged that all Sections try to guarantee that the 'People's 
World' Director attends this meeting. 

"Steel Strike 



I stated that the Party is very much concerned 
about the" conduct of the steel strike, first, because of the 
weaknesses in the way the strike is being conducted by the 
Steel Workers Union, the absence of any strike relief 
benefits, the difficulty the strikers are encountering in 
obtaining jobs, the characterization of the strike by the 
union as an employer gimmick to cut inventories and get a 
price increase, and that there is nothing, therefore., to 
worry about.. It is just a matter of. sweating- out the time 
until the companies cut its -inventories satisfactorily. 
I I stated that this is an entirely erroneous characteriza- 

tion and unless the Steel Workers Union begins to realize 
that the aim of the employers is to destroy the union, the 
union may be dangerously weakened. He stated a Party leaflet 
on some of the ideological- question will be ready for 
distribution in the next week or 10 days. He stated it is 
necessary to force the Steel Workers Union to play a 
community role and urged that all Sections visit the Steel 
Workers Subdistrict office and ask for speakers to be sent 
to various organizations where the questions of the strike 
can be taken up. 

"Finally, he announced the 40th anniversary 
celebration of the Party which will be held October 10, 1959* 
with GUS HALL as the. speaker. The meeting will be held 
at the Embassy Auditorium, and no tickets will be sold in 
advance. He urged all Sections and clubs to organize small .' 
similar events in celebration of the 40th anniversary 
wherever possible. 
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"The meeting was adjourned about 10:30 p.m."

Informant was also shown the photograph of 
NATHAN SAPIRO (100-20122-la3) taken in 1951. This 
photograph is not very clear and informant could not identify 
it as being identical with the NATHAN reported herein. 
Photographs of NATHAN HIRSCH (100-25239-ia6 ) taken in 
Decembers 1956$ were also shown to informant. These 
photographs were enlarged from motion picture frames and 
were not clear. However, she did state one of these photo- 
graphs was similar to the NATHAN in instant report but 
could not definitely identify him. It' should be noted that 
the last serial in the HIRSCH file indicates he moved from 
Los Angeles and as of April> 1957* was 'living in the area 
of Elsinore, California, and, therefore, probably is not 
identical inasmuch as the NATHAN in instant report was from 
either* the East Hollywood Section or the Echo Park Section 
Of the SCDCP.

Party held a meeting, in honor' of GUS HALL> of the National 
Committee and also an original (victim) member of the first 
Smith Act, Who served a five year jail . sentence, in the East 
Bronx Section at Hunts Point Palace under the name of. The Freedom 
of The Press Committee.-

In connection with this he. related how years back the' 
people of our' country rebelled against too much taxation, this 
might very well happen here if this continues 4 

GUS outlined the National debt, how in the ROOSEVELT 
era the Republicans, criticised the large National debt - around . 
8 million, but now it is sway up around 178 million and no one 
openly condemns the Republican Party for it." 

Some reasons for the Nation al ar e, first the government 
pays over 3 million dollars for interest to the banks etc, on 
the National debt, next the government pays over ten million 
rent for the use of bins to the farmers to store the excess wheat. 
This wheat is stored in different bins each year, the previous 
sears crop stays there, as the previous years also. This is shown 
by the -various color of the wheat as it lays in the bins from 
year to year. 

GUS gave an account of his travels in varous parts 
of the country, California, Baltimore, youngstown and how the 
worker is begining to unite more closely due to the many problems 
which confront them. 

In Youngstown the steel workers are more united than 
other parts of the country because this is the lifeblood of the 
community. 

GUS then spoke on the many problems facing, our country, 
automation, other tecniological changes which occur- from day to 
day. Industry afterTndustry changing over, workers being replaced 
by machines which do the work of thousands of people, an example 
in the town where he lived with a population of over 1500, an 
iron ore town, the Whole population evacuated in order to dig 
up the iron ore, two men with huge shovels, the dirt and .conveyor 
belts carrying the dirt three miles and creating a huge hew 
mountain changing the contour of the area.

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This and other changes due to automation must be solved, 
in order that the workers retain their jobs, communities and 
dignity . 

GUS then outlined the Party how in the past few years 
many changes have taken place, people have lost faith with the 
Party, because of various reasons, political or otherwise these 
people he calls (exists) the Party has been weakened, the Mc Carthy 
era has taken its toll,. among the youth, Negro people, workers 
etc, until it it was almost certain that there would be no Party* 
But all that has changed now, the Party is on the upgrade, it is 
going tQ celebrate its 40th Anniversary on Sept. 25th many people 
who left the Pa^ty are now returning in large numbers, in various 
parts of the country the story is much the same. 

Tonight he is appealing to any one who is in that 
category, to come back tp the Party, forget the differences that 
caused us to drop out and help celebrate our -fortieth year in the 
U.S. by being united once again as a Vanguard Marxist Lenin role 
of years back. 

GUS spoke of the youth, the Negro peoples movement 
he urged us to rebuild these organizations of the past into one 
great big movement, making it attractive so as to draw people 
like a magnet. The Communist of the future must be understanding, 
patient, forgiving, one to help in the many problems facing our 
people and country together ; and he is sure that only in this 
manner can we expect the Communist Party to grow and rebuild 
itself; 

There was a general discussion, questions and answers 
after his talk. 

MIMI outlined for GUS and the non Party people what 
the Bron# County has done in the past year trying to weld the 
people together, by being active in mass organications etc. We 
have taken part in the hospital and dress strike, we have helped 
organize against Sears in the hub area on E. 149 St. we have

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participated in various pestce 0rganiza:ti6riSy Sane Nuclear' Policy 
etc., we have held forums, and open air -meetings in this and other 
communities. 

The Bronx, has in the past and will continue- tt>> do so 
in the future > sponsored and participated in various struggles, 
around the Party and the Worker ispued leaflets, flyers and 
literature for the building of both. 

Near the close of the meeting SAM NES5IN made a 
collection speach which netted close to fifty dollars or more. 
In his remarks he urged the people to contribute, to a worth

On September 24, 1959, a confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that at the September 17, 1959, meeting of the New York 
Local Socialist Workers Party (SWP), held at 116 University 
Place, New. York City, Murry Weiss led a discussion on the 
strategy of the SWP at the forthcoming conference of the 
UISC, Weiss reviewed the history of the whole regroupment 
devdppment which culminated in the Independent Socialist 
Party campaign and the subsequent formation of the UISC, 
He outlined the forces that comprise the UISC, together with 
the SWP and its allies,, According to the source, Weiss gave 
a pessimistic view of the outlook for a united ticket in the 
1960 campaign.. He stressed that John T. McManus has now 
joined the ranks of the pro-Communist Party (CP) forces 
tjhiqh publicly support the Democratic^ Party and want to make 
the UISC a mere pressure group similar to the Americans 
for Democratic Action. 

Weiss maintained that events were playing a very 
decisive role in the outcome and that the leading event is 
the universal disgust with the Democratic Congress regarding 
the labor bill, which has brought down the wrath of the labor 
bureaucrats . Weiss continued that the SWP must realize that 
sentiment as of now is very much against an Independent- 
Socialist campaign. However, this sentiment is hot 1007a, 
He stated that the task of the SWP in the forthcoming 
conference of the UISC to be held 9/26-27/59 in New York City 
must be to argue for independent clsss politics against the CP 
and its allies. He stated that this must be done in the light

parties. He added that even if the conference is dead set 
against any Independent-Socialist campaign, there could be 
great gains for the SWP if ifc^inanages to convince a large 
segment of the rank and file members in attendance at the 
conference that the SWP is correct. These individuals 
would then support the SWP when it campaigns on its own 
ticket in 1960 . Weiss predicted that the UISC may well 
fold but that the SWP hopes to pull out its periphery with it.

On September 25, 1959, the above source advised 
that at the September 24, 1959 closed membership meeting of the New 
York Local SWP, held in New York City, it was disclosed that 
Murry Weiss will officially speak in behalf of the SWP 
at the above conference of the UISC, New York City.

Source advised that the SWP feels that inasmuch 
as a leading figure like Albertson is to speak at the 
conference the CP intends to either attempt to completely 
control or wreck the above conference and it will thus be 
an all-out struggle for the factions involved at this conference, 
Source added that the SWP further believes that the CP will 
also attempt to influence the conference to promote "peace 
candidates" in the 1960 elections and turn the organization 
into a "peace organization". The SWP further believes that 
the CP will attempt to send greetings to Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev under the name of the UISC prior to his departure 
from his current U. S. tour. 

Source advised that the SWP definitely feels 
that the UISC will eventually fold as an organization and 
that the 9/26r 27/59 conference will be the last affair of 
this group of any appreciable size. The SWP tactic is, there- 
fore, to attempt to influence as many individuals from the 
rank and file as possible at this conference toward SWP 
orientation in view of later recruitment. Source added the SWP 
feels the CP will additionally attempt to influence those 
in attendance at the above Conference in view of later 
recruitment. Source added that it was farther disclosed that 
the SWP does not anticipate that any resolutions will be passed 
at the above conference.

There was no discussion concerning the employment by the 
ILWU of members of the Negro race who were formerly employed by 
the now defunct National, Union of Marine Cooks and Stewards. 

(2) During the Baptist Convention (Negro) at San 
Francisco in September, 1959, PETTIS PERRY set up a headquarters 
in the Powell Hotel, San Francisco for the purpose of -conducting 
"back stage" work during this convention. PERRY praised the work 
of IDA KINNEY of the Los Angeles area who was active on the floor 
of the convention and carrying out the directions of PETTIS PERRY. 
For the information of the Birmingham and Mobile Offices, PERRY 
particularly praised the Alabama delegation to the Baptist Conven- 
tion and stated he was in the process of developing important 
contacts in this delegation. PERRY, in his remarks, was highly 
critical Of the Negro comrades who had left the Baptist Church 
and who had joined the Unitarian Church. PERRY indicated that 
these Negro comrades could have made considerable progress if they 
had remained in the Baptist Church.

On 9/25/59 there was held at Carnegie Hall a 
celebration of the 40th Anniversary of the Communist Party. It 
started 8:45 P.M; The attendance could not be estimated. The 
orchestra, the two rows of boxes and the first balcony were- 
entirely filled. From the seat occupied nobody could be 
identified. 

The festivities started with projection of still 
pictures of Communist leaders onto a Screen on the stage. Among 
these FOSTER, DAVIS and BOB THOMPSON were identified-. BROWDER' s 
picture was not shown; 

The ' dignataries then filed onto, the stage-. It was 
noticed that some men were operating a movie camera at the stage 
periodically. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was the c.hair'lady. She 
introduced EUGENE DENNIS who spoke brifly on the accomplishments 
of the C.P. since its inception. FRANK ALEXANDER, a Negro from 
California then spoke* He straightened but the story on the 
Vienna Youth Conference that the capitalistic press had distorted. 
As he -finished, a group of youth in the first row of boxes sang 
"Horizon of the Future" and threw red baloons down to the 
orchestra. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN introduced SCOTT NEARING as a 
friend of the C.P. He told about his visits to .fhe USSR and 
China and lauded the great accomplishments of the two socialistic 
countries-. 

Some Youths then occupied the stage and sang the 
International ahd~~Horizon of the Future. 

Acollection was then made in the guise of selling copies 
of the Horizon of the Future, song sheet. The totalcollected was 
not announced. Manhattan CP contributed $1100, Bklyn CP $880 and
